WAR HAS TAUGHT US

ONLY MADE POSSIBLE 


BY PLANE COVERAGE 


SEATTLE, 
Oct. 
4.—(IP)—Every 
plane the allies could get off Medi­ 
terran ean soil was throw n into the 
invasion of Italy, and yet it very 
n early w asn’t enough, says Gen.
